God in every prayer, the repress of 
soul throng fasting for a month in 
every year, Ihe annual giving ol 
elms out of profound cordial taith^ 
and the meeting in the holy mosque 
and the sacrfd places, the matter 
which necessitates the bearing o* 
hordships and sufferings, all these 
forms of adoration are to make a 
room lor others in the human heart 
and to efficiently prepare him to co- 
operate with them. This intended co- 
operation may afterwardi reach 
fraternity. 

The limitation of financial and 
commercial dealingi and of the fam- 
ilial relations stated in Islam are not 
but on indirect urge to remain within 
the cercle of equity or to mount to 
the circle of charity : that is the 
ultimate qualitative property of man- 
Islam did not in any of its principles 
evaluate neither the quantity for its 
own sake nor Man for his superfac- 
ial appearance nor life for its laster 
and pleasures. That is to say it did 
not attach any importance in its est- 
imation to what is measured in depth 
width and length, but it always est- 
imates and aims at the quality. 
Accordingly it stimultes Muslims to 



I know how to judge it ( quality ) and 
i to regard it in their numan ilfe, 

Islam is proletic sourse of the 
human civilisation. Thanks to Islam, 
Muslims have considerably portieipa- 
ted in the bulding of this civilisation. 
In this connection it may be said 
that Muslims have contributed the 
most splendid share of the human 
civilisation. They only ceased to 
share in it when they abondoned 
the Islamic values and contented 
themselves of their being attributed 
to the Islamic nation. This abomina- 
ble attitued ensue that they were no 
longer the Muslims who beneficially 
demonstrated Islam through teachings 

When our present Islamic ren- 
aissance adopts for objective the 
evaluation of quality not quantity 

and the estimation of principles not 
individuals; when they refrain from 
the abandoment of the Islamic 
principles and ceased to be content- 
ed of their being atlributed to Islam; 
they would resume their effective 
contribution to the human civilisat- 
ion and submit the most eminent 
form of it as well. 
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offering to the needy, but it is also 
the highest form of refinement. It b 
the giving for no return. It is the 
polite refusal or excuse in the c.ise 
ol incapability to give. It is the 
human treatment in both co-existar.ce 
and separation, It is manifested in the 
refined conversation as clarifies the 
following verses : U A kind word 
with forgiveness is better than charity 
fallowed by injury. And Allah is 
•elf-sufficient, Forbearing" ( Surah 
Al-Baqarah : The cow. verse 263.) 

"Divorce may be (Pronounced) 
twice, then keep ( them ) in good 
fellowship or let ( them ) go with 
kindness" (Surah Al-Baqarah : The 
Cow. verse, 229). 

"And serve Allah, and associate 
naught with Him, and be good to 
the parents" ( Surah, Al-Nisa. The 
women, verse 36). 

And God said 'And thy Lord 
has decreed that yhu serve none but 
Him, and do good to parents. If 
either or both of them reach old age 
with thee, say not " Fie '' to them t 
nor chide them, and speak to them 
a generous word. And lower to 
them the wing of humility out of 
mercy, and say : My Lord, have 
mercy on them, as they brought me 
up (when was) little (Surah Al-Israa: 
The Israelites, verses32 and 24). 

Owing to the high rank of 



equity and charity they are enjoined 
in the imperative mood in the Koran 
hi God's saying : "Surely Allah en- 
joins justice and the doing of f.jood 
(to others) (Surah Al-Nahl : The Bee, 
verse 90), 

When the individual and social 
equity arc establihsed and when 
equality becomes a common feature 
in both individual and social conduct 
this would mean the realisation of 
one of the two radical properties oj 
humanity. When charity is manifes- 
ted in the above stated sense that 
would finally means the achievement 
of fhe other radical proprety. Both 
individual and society would be 
human in the most proper and 
original sense of the word. 

What has been emplied in the 
Islamic call other than equity and 
charity is but ways and means aim- 
ing at the realisation of this two 
paramount precepts or at least to 
pave the way to enable man both 
individually and socially to establish 
them. The different forms of adorat- 
ion such as prayers, fasting, alms-giv 
ing and pilgrimage are seemingly 
intended to urge Man to perceive 
his nature and his status is life and 
to acknowledge the right of his as- 
sociate to existarice so as to share 
with him the means of estabitty. 
The several repetitions of prayers in 
everyday life, the presentation before 
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directed either to love or to grudge 
and hatred and human will may en- 
able him either to supress his 
passion or to endulgc in it. In this 
aspection man is conceived - since 
nature is composed of three psycho- 
logical faculties - to be either a pious 
or impious. 

From the above mentioned 
sayings ol the prophet and verses of 
the Koran we find that Islam is a 
gource of the human civilisation so 
much as it is a wise guidance of 
man at the same time. 

The contribution of Islam id this 
aspect is its enjoinment for the 
construction and the continuation of 
the human civilisation. Its precepts, 
for this reason, do not aim at mobi- 
lizing individuals neither for im'ation 
nor for agression, but it aims at the 
qualitative qualifications of Man that 
is humanity. The very accurate repr- 
esentatives of these qualifications in 
Man are both equity and carity. 

Equity in fact is the equilibrat- 
ion in the case of individuals between 
what is craved for by the individual 
and what must be done by him; and 
in the case of society is the balanc- 
ing between the individual's rights 
and du'.ys. In so doing Islam has 
lubstituted equality for deprivation 
in the cercle of individuals, and 
equilibration for selfishness in the 
cercle of society. Hence there is no 



place in Islam for the social clashes 
and lor their conflict since there is 
no reason for either. There exist 
only the common right of life for 
all. Equity is practised in saying as 
well as in doing. It can also be 
applied between two persons sharing 
the same goals as well as between 
other two with conflicting purposes 
as these are all enjoy the common 
properties of humanity. In this resp- 
ect God said : "Give full measure. 
And be not of those who diminish. 
And weight wish a true balance. 
And wrong not men of their dues, 
and act not corruptly in the earth, 
making mischief " ( Surah Al-Shuora: 
the poets, vers 181 — 183 ). 

And when you speak, be just, 
though it be ( against ) a relative. 
And fulfil Allah's covenant. This He 
enjoins on you that you may be 
mindful" (Surah Al-An'am : The cattle. 
verse 153 ). 

And God said:"0 you who 
believe, be upright for Allah, bearers 
of witness with justice; and let not 
hatred of people incite you not to 
act equitably. Bejust that is nearer 
to observance of duty. And keep 
your duty to Allah. Shurely Allah is 
is aware of what you do " ( Surah 
Al-Maidah : The Food, verse, 8 ). 

Charity in its turn ranks above 
equity because it is not only the

the strength of his muscles as ii is 
ascribed to the strenght of his heart 
gained through its faith, the strength 
of his mind acquired by knowledge, 
and the strength of his wiil achieved 
by following the straight Conduct. 

In this conjuncture God's say- 
ing : — "1! there are twenty patient 
men among yot Ihey shall vanguis 
two hundred; and if there are a 
hundred, they shall rout a thousand 
disbelievers, for they are devoid of 
understanding''. 

This verse of Koran may clarify 
the meant pcwer-Patience, which was 
to be a sign of this power and by 
means of which the lesser number 
qualified by it would have the uper 
hand all the more number deprived 
from this attribute, is a psychological 
power not a physical one. 

We shall also find the estimat- 
ion of quality is clear in the prohbt's 
saying : "There will come a time 
when nations will invite each other 
to assail you and devour you as do 
the ea'ers of a delicious dish" 
"This will be because of our little 
number then Gore's prophet ?" 
said the hearers of the prophet^ 
"No, you will be numerous then but 
you will be as weak and helpless 
as the foam of the torrent." Answered 
the prophet. Afterwards we find in 
the holy Koran His glorious saving : 
,'0 people we have created you from 



a male and a female and divided 
you into nations and tribes in order 
that you might get to know one 
anoiher. The most nobleset of sou 
in Allah's sight is the most pious", 

These two verses state that the 
human nature is the same in every 
nation, in every place and in every 
time and that there is no differenti- 
ation in nature between a man and 
another. The distinction that could 
exist between an individual and 
another or between a group of in- 
dividuals and another is not due to 
this nature but to what can be 
achieved within the circle of this 
human nature. Every individual hu- 
man nature has the psychological 
faculties manifested in : Conception 
affection and will. The difference of 
an individual nature from another is 
not attributed to the increasement 
or the decreasement of these facul- 
ties but to the benefit of them in 
guidance. The piety that it made 
cause of differentiation in His glorious 
saving ; — " The noblest of ycu in 
Ailahs sight is the most pious" is 
the wise directing of the psychologi- 
cal faculties to conceive God only, 
to extend fraternity and love among 
peoples and to perform good deeds 
in ilte benefit of both individual and 
humanity. The human conception in 
its origin may be directed to the 
belie), on the denial of the one god, 
the human affection may also be 
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In this connection, the values 
produced by a human being differ 
from that which are produced by 
another, be they in philosophy, poe- 
try, drawing, phatographing, sculpt- 
ure, acting, music or law. The fund- 
amental difference or distinction is 
not then due to the quantity of the 
production but to its quality. 

It may be said too that the 
philosophy which is directed to 
racialism and that prefer certain 
races of human beings to others end 
the philosophy that adopts bestiality 
and mccks of the human values such 
philosophies are not fit for being a 
sound base for a human civilisation 
or rather such philosophies do not 
contribute substantially in this civili- 
sation. In this respect they are surp- 
assed by another philosophy that 
calls in its guidance for evaluating 
the human faculties wherever they 
are found either among individuals 
or among peoples. 

The poetry which glorifies a 
nation, an individual or a group of 
individuals solely for their own sake 
not for the human values and facul- 
ties that are represented in this 
nation, this individual or (hese pt* up 
of individuals, is vehicles* poetry that 
has a trifle shore in building the 
human civilisation. Yet it may be a 
tool in i,s weakness and destruction. 
The different kinds of art which 



stimulate man end make him value 
his bestkd side or confer his estima- 
tion on the sectarian!? m is an art 
incoiuistant with the measures of 
civilisation and consequently has 
nothing to do with its evalution and 
duration. The law which is not based 
on the individual freedom, the equity 
among the members of socieiy and 
the maintenance of the wise human 
behavior - these are human values - 
is destined not to go beyond the 
circle of its legislator and is void of 
fitness in the general human guidance. 
Hence it is lacking in the human 
form of civilisation, 

* 
* * 

If we leave these component 
aspects of life and consider Islam 
- as a source of guidance for man - 
we shall find it evaluates ihe quality 
more than it does wilh the quunthy 
We shall find that its suitability in 
guidance is not confined to a partic- 
ular tribe, people or race, but it 
pertains to the human being where- 
ver he exists, and to people no 
matter how they are different in 
colour, place and time. 

We shall find that the evalua- 
tion of quality in Islam represented 
in the saying of the prophet peace 
upon him: "The s'reng believer is 
better and more beloved to God 
than the weak ons". The meant 
believers strength is not chiefly due 
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In fact not all human actions 
■whether they are intellectual, conce- 
ptions!, artistic, or actions pertaing 
to behavior participate in establishing 
the huma civilisation, but the est- 
ablishing action of this civilisation is 
that which emanates from Man re- 
presenting a human faculty which 
<liitinguishes the human being from 
other creatures through its bearing 
on its human nture. This action is 
the true contributor in increasing the 
outcome cf the human civilisation. 

That it because the fine intel- 
lectual action, the accurate concept- 
ion, the eminent form of art, and the 
behavior in its wisdom and its 
*trnightforwardness are the radical 
basis of the human civilisation and 
the effective factors in its develop- 
ment and progress. This is so because 
in the above mentioned actions, *he 
human effort is thoroughly represented 
and, the human will is clearly man- 
ifested. In these actions Man seems 
to have his own effectiveness because 
he, in these actions, seases to be 



affected and becomes effective, effec 
live through his thought, effective 
through his art and effective through 
his conduct in guidance and expres- 
sion altogether. 

Guidance and expression then 
have certain fitness that go beyond 
the circle in which the thinker, the 
artist or the author of the human 
behavior, exists and originates. 

In this respecf it may be said 
that human civilisation is a series of 
hauman values conposed by man by 
vertue of his inventiveness or reach- 
ed by him through his human nature. 

These values have the fitness 
and consideration beyond the field 
of the society and invironment where 
ihe inventor or the participant of 
these values exists. 

The more the human thought, 
conception, art, or conduct is compr- 
ehensive in regarding the facts and 
in its guidance the more it contribu- 
tes to the human civilisation and to 
its development and progress. 
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Al-Azhar will bridge the gap betwe- 
en the traditional systems of secular 
and religious education in the Muslim 
World. It will open the doors of 
practical life wide before its gradu- 
ates to search for greater and new 
knowledge to help bringin about t r ue 
happiness for mankind. The new 
reformatory system will help Al-Azhar 
to maintain its mission in graduating 
legislators, jurists, philosophers, scien- 
tists, and leaders of religion and 
Arabic language who understand 
God's Book and the Tradition of His 
Prophet. 

Your visit to Al-Azhar may, 
therefore, be regarded as a great 
event that will be commemorated in 



the life of this university which is 

considered the oldest existing unive- 
rsity serving humanity. 

This University, while welcom- 
ing you, regards this meeting as a 
tool for strengthening the ties betw- 
een the Muslims of the U.S.A. and 
Canada and the people of the UA.R. 
The one who deserves most of the 
credit for providing us with this 
opportunity of meeting you here is 
our President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
who has been fathering Al-Azhar as 
well as the Islamic movement here 
and abroad. May God materialise his 
hopes, which are ours, for the sake 
of Islam and humanity in general.

Thanks to God, the Lord of 
the Universe, and peace upon the 
Prophet Muhammad and his deciples 
who followed the enlightenment rev- 
ealed to him. 

Sons and brothers. Peace be 
upon you and God's Mercy and Hi* 
blessing. 

Al-Azhar, which has, for ten 
centuries, been maintaining the uniq- 
ue position of searching in God's 
Book for the articles of Islamic Law 
as well as of seeking insight into 
this physica world, welcomes and 
greets you today. When this great 
institution extendi both hands, it 
considers you a part of its extended 
family. The common goal in Islam is 
the thing which counts and not the 
geographical distance which may 
separate the Muslim communities. 
Islam, therefore, looks at you, the 
Muslims in the United Siales and 
Canada, with the same eyes it looks 
at your brethers in Europe, Asia, 
Africa, and Australia. All are follow- 



ers of the common faith : the oneness 
of God, the belief in the message 
of Mhuhammad, peace upon him, 
and the belief in the Judgement Day. 
This faith is the center around which 
the Muslims gather. It is the extend- 
ed cord from heaven to earth to 
lead the Muslims unified to the path 
of hapPiness, 

This cord is God's only religion, 
" The only religion in the sight of 
God is Islam." For God does not 
accept any other religion but Islam. 
" He who adepts a religion different 
from Islam is not accepted and will 
be among the losers in the Here- 
after." 

Islam, which strengthens the 
ties among Its followers to the deg- 
ree that Ihey become one integral 
unit, makes all of us feel the Pains 
and misery of our brothers in 
Palestine, Algeria, Oman, and Bahr- 
ein. It makes us feel the pains of 
every freedom fighter anywhere. 

Brothers and sons ; 

AI-Azhar. in all its capacities 
and in its modern era, welcomes you. 
The modern reformatory system of 
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"And the parable of those who j 
spend their wealth to serk Allah's ;

their souls is as the parable of a '■ 
garden on elevated ground, upon 
which heavy rain falls, so it brings 
forth its fruit twofold; bat if heavy 
rain falls noi on it, light rain (suffices) 
And Allah is Seer of what you 
do" ( Surah Al-Baqarh. The caw, 
verse 265 ). 

Thi* the value of offering for 
the sake of God's call and this is 
the truthful promise to those who 
give their money for this cause. 
This value and promise are unique 
repayment that are not attached to 
any prescription other than offering.

Prayer in spite of its importance and 
thouh it is the second pillar of faith 
is not accepted if it does not mot- 
ivate the muslim to pay the assign- 
ed shore for the poor in his money. 
Fasting and pilgrimage were not 
accorded such care as is the case in 
offering for the sake of God's call. 

From the previously mentioned 
facts we can state that Islam does 
not evaluate any of its principles if 
it does not plant in the muslim's 
heart the emotion of kindness that 
urge a muslim to offer his money 
for the sake of God's call. This is 
what I believe in and what is ment 
by the glorious Koran. 
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This is a style which considers 
the offering in God's way or for the 
sake oi God's call on the same level 
as faith itself. H we turn over the 
pages of Koran wo shall find that 
the feeding of the poor is a radical 
condition to enable man to acquire 
his happiness. In this connection 
Koran says : But he attempts not the 
uphill road. And what will make 
thee comprehend what the uphill 
road is ? ( It is ) to free a slave, or 
to feed in a day of hunger, And 
orphan nearly related, or the poor 
man lying in the dust. Then he is 
of those who believe and exhort one 
another to patience, and exhort one 
another to mercy. These are the peo- 
ple of the right hand'' ( Surah, Al- 
Balad : The City, verses 11 — 17 ). 

And "Hast thou seen him who 
belies religion ? That is the one who 
is rough to the orphan, And urges 
not the feeding of the needy. So woe 
to the praying ones, Who are 
unmindful of their prayer ! Who do 
( good ) to be seen. And retain from 
acts of kindness ! ( Surah Al-Mauri 
Acts of kindness ). 

Related with this God informed 
us that the criminals would confess 
in their ans.vtr in \\:c day of judge- 
ment when they would be asked as 
the Koran reads : What has brought 
you into hell ? 



They would confeis that their 
neglection in paying the poor's rights 
is among the cause of their torment 
saying in their answer as related in 
Koran : They will say : We were not 
of those who prayed; Nor did we 
feed the poor, and we indulged in 
vain talk with vain talkers, And we 
called the day of Judgment a lie; 
(Surah Al-Moddether : The one wra- 
pping Himself up, verses, 43 — 46 ), 

This is some styles that state 
the value of offering in God's way 
and for frightening from misery. 

As for the urging of this offer- 
ing Koran says : Who is it that will 
offer to Allah a goodly gift, so He 
multiplies it to him manifold ? (Surah 
Al-Baqarah, The Cow, versa 245 ). 

The parable of those who 
spend their wealth in the way of 
Allah is as the parable of a strain 
growing seven ears, in every ear 
a hundred grains, And Allah multi- 
plies (further) for whom He pleases. 
And Allah is Ample-giving, knowing 
Those who spend their wealth in 
the way of Allah, then follow not 
up what they have spent with rep- 
roach or injury, their reward is with 
their Lord, and they shall have no fear 
nor shall they grieve". ( Surah Al- 
Baqarh. The Caw. veres 201 and 
262 ). 
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extravagance and luxury. Koran 

spares no effort to purijv the Islamic 
group from these vicious attributes 
in order that it nu*.y prepare the i-ouis 
for their duty towards h^th God and 
creatures, no matter what tiu-y give 
in this respect. Koran has original 
styles in asking for offering as*! 1 ;: ir. 
warning against misery that it fills 
the muhlem's heart with sacrifice and 
that maks him certain that this 
Offering is the right path to an in- 
dignant life through which both in- 
dividual and group are guaranteed the 
happiness in this world and in the 
next world as well. 

OE these expressive style the 
first, we are to meet every now and 
these throug our readings in Koran 
is that God does not mention faith 
except accompanied with affering 
money in His way, and feeding the 
poor. The chapter of Surah Al-Baqra : 
The Cow clarifies the qualities of the 
pious who are most benefited of the 
Koran and its guidance stating that 
among these qualities : Woo believe 
in the Unseen and keep up prayer 
and spend out of what We have 
given them". 

In exposing the radical goods | 
demanded by God fn.m His creatures 
Koran says : It is not righteousness 
that you turn your face towards the

( Surah Ai-Anf&l : Volantary Gifts 
verses, 3 and 4 ). 

The surahs of Women and 
Chambers mentioned faith accompan- 
ied only by the giving for the sake 
of G,)d's call saying : And what fharm) 
would it do them if they believe in 
Allah and the Last Day and spend 
of that which Allah has given them? 
(Surah A!-Nisa. The Women, verse 39) 

And "The believers are those 
only who believe in Allah and His 
Messenger, then they doubt not, and 
struggle hard with their wealth and 
their lives in the way of Allah. Such 
are the truthful ones" ( Surah Al- 
Hograt : The Apartments, verse 15 ). 
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O my people, who will help me 
-against Allah, if 1 drive them away? 
will you not then mind ? 

Mohammed, guided by His Lord 
to the same answer, said ; And drive 
not away those who call upon their 
Lord, morning and evening, desiring 
only His pleasure. Neither art thou 
accountable for then in ought, nor 
are they accountable lor thee in 
ought, that than shnuldst drive them 
away and thus be of the wrong- 
doers." (Surah Al-Anaam, The Cattle, 
verse 52). 

Related to the matter of those 
luxursous people God has said : "And 
we never sent a worner to a town 
but ihose who led easy lives in it 
said : "We are disbelievers in that 
with which you are sent. And they 
say : "We have more wealth and 
children, and we can not be pun- 
ished. Say : "Surely my Lord ampli- 
fies and straitens provision for whom 
He pleases, but most men know not. 
And it is not your wealth, nor your 
children, that bring you near to us 
in rank; but whoever believes and 
does good, for such is a duble 
reward for whnt they do, and they 
are secure in the highest places And 
those who strine in opposing Our 
messages, they will be brought to 
the chostisement. Say. "Surely my 
Lord amplifies provision for whom 



He pleases of His servants and 

straitens (it) for him. And whatsoever 
yon spend, He increases it in regard, 
and Me is the Best of Providers." 
(Sura!*. Saba: verses: 34 — 30) 

Explaining the harmful doom of 

the luxurious people in this world 

God has said : "And how many a 

town which was iniquttious did we 

| demolish, and we raised up after it 

another people ! So when they felt 

! Our might, Lo ! they began to flee 

| from it. Flee not and return to the 

easy lives which you led, and to 

your dwellings, that you may be 

questioned. They said : "O woe to 

us ! Surely we were unjust. And this 

cry of theirs ceased not till we made 

them cut off, extinct." (Surah the 

prophet*, verses 11—15). 

And relating to their bad fate 
in the hereafter God said : And those 
on the lift hand; how (wretched) are 
those on the left hand ! In hot wind 
and boiling water, And shadoux of 
black somke. Neither coal nor refresh- 
ing. Surely they lived before that in 
ease." (Surah Al-Waqiah : The Event, 
verses, 41—45). 

An Enjoinment for_offerin_morv-

Through these previously men- 
tioned ways Koran has fought misery, 
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The Ruler right : 

Islam has mr.de it right to the 
ruler to take forcely Use a^igr.c -.1 
share of Ihe poor in the riclis wealth. 
In application of this principle the 
first khaliph ( Abo Bakr ) may God 
be pleased with him, did not hesit- 
ate to fight those who had refused 
to pay Zakah ( Alms giving ) until 
they yielded to carry out God's ord- 
inance. This matter led to stabilisa- 
tion of the Islamic nation and healed 
its dengerous breach. 

It had also made it right to the 
ruler to prevent the extravagants 
from managing the wealth of minors 
and their like of those who could 
not wisely manage their own affairs 
as the following verse explains : 
And make not over your property, 
which Allah has made a ( means of) 
support for you, to the weak of 
understanding, and maintain them 
out of it, and clothe them and give 
them a good education. And taste 
the orphans until they reach the 
age of marraige. Then if you find in 
them maturity of intellect, make over 
to them their property, and consume 
it not extravagantly and hastly agai- 
nst their growing up. And whoever 
s rich, let him abstain, and whoever 
is poor let him consum reasonably 
(Surah Al Nisa : The women, verses 
5 and 6 ). 



Luxury is a wicked source : 

Islam J;.ik n'sc stated that lux* 
wry is a 'vkkvd soar*. e which i;!Is 
the hea r :s with hfi'red and rancour 
and do away with the secured and 
established life. Tins devilb.h quality 
leads the people who commit it to 
deny the truth and to denounce the 
religious legislators. It plants selfish- 
ness among the social classes. There 
is none contradictory to Gods relig- 
ions but the luxurious people who 
antagonise these religions because 
it either degraded them to the level 
of the poor and the weak or raised 
the laters to their level. This could 
be clearly seen in the first religions 
as well as the latest one. 

The people of Noah, for exam- 
ple, said to their prophet, intrifling 
his followers, "We see thee not but 
a mortal like us, and we see not 
that any follow thee but those who 
are the meanst offus at first thought' 
( Surah Hud. verse 27 ). 

While the luxurious people at 
the time of the prophet Mohammed 
took the same attitude towards Belal 
and his brotheren. The answer of 
j Mohammed was the same as that of 
Noah when Noah sasd as it is relat- 
ed in Koran : And I am not going to 
i drive away those who believe surely 
, they will meet their Lord, but I see 
i you a people who are ignorant. And 






which Allah has given them out of 
His grace." ( Surah Ai-Nisn : The 
women, versfr, 37 ). 

"And those v/-n hoard up pold 
and silver and spend it not in Aallnh's 
way-announce tc them a painful 
chastisement. On the day >vhen it will 
be heated in the Fire of hells then 
their foreheads and their sides and 
their back* will be barned with it : 
This is what you hoard up for your- 
selves, so taste what you used to 
hoard" (Surah Baraat : The Immunity 
verses, 34 and 35. 

Islam has informed us that mis- 
ery ensue man not to spend his 
money either in the performance of 
his duty or in the maintenance of 
his good and sends him to perdition 
as the following verse says : And 
spend in the way of Allah and cast 
not yourselves to perdition with 
your own hands and do good ( to 
others). Surely Allah loves the doers 
of good). (Surah AI-Baqarah : The 
Cow, verse 195). 

The prophet, peace be upon 
him, has said to warn against misery 
( Be ware of misery because it 
caused the perdition of your ancest- 
ors, it enjoined them desertion and 
debauchery and they follow its 
enjoinment ) and (Be ware of mirery 
because it sent your ancestors to 
their graves. It enjoined them to shed 



! their blood and to profanate their 
■ sacred relations ). 

] ci-'ild not find a more repre- 
ssive term than the nbuve mentioned 
expression in depicting the social 
denser caused by misery. There is 

: no doubt that it is of the most de- 
trimental flaws that lead to disinte- 

; grity in societies and do away with 

; both the fife of nations and their 

| development. 

The Koran as well as the 
: prophel.s saying have adopt this 
i attribute towards extranagance as 
they have done with misery since it 
makes the nation spend its wealth 
uselessly. In this connection Koran 
says : "Surely the squanderers are 
the devil's brathren. And the devil is 
ever ungrateful to his Lord" (Surah, 
AMsraa : The Israelites verse 27). 

After depicting the bad results 
of both misery and extravagance 
Koran gathered them in one frame 
and guided us to the straight way 
that must be followed by the rich in 
order tha; they may preserve their 
lifes and be able to establish it on 
solid basis saving :" Make net thy 
hand tied ( like a miggard's ) to thy 
neck. Nor stretch it forth. To its 
utmost reach. So that thou become. 
Blameworthy and distitute" ( Surah 
Al-Israa verse Lr.9 ). 
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diffinite share in the rich's wealth 
for the poor and Lsr those who stru- 
ggle in God's way ( for Ills call ) cr 
in the form of taxes imposed by the 
ruler according to the national need 
for reformative, and progressive 
projects. 

The Koran has accorded great 
care to urge for the giving to the 
poor and distitutes and lor the strive 
in the way of God. The word ( way 
of God ) is a word of the most dist- 
inguished words that have come in 
the Koran. This word particularly fills 
the heart with awe and solimnty and 
fills the universe with good and piety. 
Its meaning is but a sort of charity 
either in its private or its general 
meaning. 

Islam fights misery and extra- 
vagance of the rich 

Whereas the wealth belongs 
to God, men are all His servants 
and the world where they live and 
invest is God's wealth, whereas these 
nit belong to God it is necessary 
that the wealth aught to be shared 
by His creatures, kept and utilised 
by them all. God has manifested this 
in His saying : "He it is who created 
for you all that is in the earth'' 
(Surah, Al-Baqarah : The Cow, 29). 

'And swallow not up your 
property among yourselves by false 



means" (Surah Al-Baqarah : The Cow 
verse 18S). 

''And make not over your pro- 
perty, which Allah has made a 
( means of ) support for you, to the 
weak of understanding, and maintain 
them cut of it and clothe them and 
give them a good education" (Surah, 
Al-Nisa : The women, verse, 5). 

Islam has renounced misery that 
prevent the muslim from the wise 
giving and spending of his money. 
It also rebuked extravagance that 
leads to spending money wrongly. In 
doing that Islam aims at the purifi- 
cation of souls from selfishness and 
hatred. In this concern God has 
said : "And whoever is saved from 
the greedinest of his soul, these it is 
that ar the successful". ( Suraha. 
Al-Tagh-bun : The Manifestation of 
Losses, verse 1G). 

"And let not ihose who are 
niggardly in spending that which 
Allah has granted them out of His 
grace, think that is good for them, 
Nay, it is evil for them. They shall 
have a coller of their niggardliness 
on their necks on the Resurrection 
day. And Allah, s is the heritage cf 
the heavens and the earth" ( Surah, 
AMmran, The Family ot Amran 
verse 179). 

"Who are niggardly and bid 
people to be niggardly and hide that 
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This sort cf co-ordination has 
nothing to do with the restrertinri 
of the right to ownership, but it is 
a direction required by t"e national 
need in order to enable the nation 
to enjoy its real freedom in full. 

This coordination is, under these 
mentioned consideration, a duty 
encompent upon the ruler together 
with his nation. They are to be 
sinfui in the case of its neglection 
or in completion. 

The ruler is protecting both 
national interests and independence 
when he adopts this co-ordination 
aided by his people. They are, cons 
equently preceeding their way that 
would lead them to their good and 
happiness. The ruler in applying this 
co-ordination is securing peace and 
tranquility for his nation. 

Because of the usefulness to 
wealth to all individuals of the peo- 
ple and to a!! societies God has 
sometimes attributed it to Himself 
and sometimes to the whole comm- 
unity making of its owner His agents 
for its preservation and investment. 
These agents are responsible to Him 
to spend this wealth sparingly and 
wisely. According to the teachings of 
His sacred books, this conception is 
clearly manifested in the following 
Koranic verses : " Believe in Allah 
and His messenger, and spend of 



that when.)} He has made you heirs." 
( Sura!) A!- Undid : Iron, verse, 7 '). 

"And give rein of the wealth 
of Allah which He bar given yyu" 
( Surah Al-Nur : The light, verse 33). 
"And swallow not up your properly 
among yourselves by false means" 
( Sutah At-Bsqarh : The Cow, verse, 
188 ). 

And God said : "And make not 
over your property, which Allah has 
made a (means of) support for you, 
to the weak of understanding, and 
maintain them out of it, and clothe 
them and give them a good educat- 
ion" ( Surah, Al-Nisa : The women, 
verse, 5 ). 

In these verses God proved 
that both usurpation and mismange- 
ment of the wealth are realy either 
an agression on the nation or perp- 
lixty at its expense. 

That wen Mi is a tool to be 
exj.iioled fcr the interest of the ent- 
ire society. 

A tool which ensues the fertil- 
isation of land, result in the rising 
of industry and bring about the pro- 
sperity of Commerce. Wealth is the 
tool thin enables its owner to satisfy 
\ve nee a* of distituLts ana that builds 
the general and us Jul establishments 
either cui of the emotions of co-op- 
eration «nd kindness or obedience of 
God's ordinances that assigned a 
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every Muslim to take a par! in buil- 
ding his community by working 
hard at any tie Id for the benefit of 
mankind. Thus the religion of Islam 
has imposed work on Muslims to 
realise the principle of the economic 
indpendance which enable the Musl- 
im community to satisfy its needs 
by the hands of Muslims and not to 
depend on any kind of help from 
other nationi. 

If Muslims carry on this princi- 
ple they would protect their country 
and safeguard their community from 
the interference of imperialism which 
ipare no effort to occupy other cou- 
ntries under the curtain of exchange 
trades. 

No doubt that these three mea- 
ns ( A griculture, industry, and com- 
merce ) are the strong pillars of the 
national economy of the nation who 
wants to live on indpendent sound 
life. Hence we have come to this 
conclusion it is necessary for the 
nation to do whatever can be done 
to realise the progressive achievem- 
ents in the field of agriculture, indu- 
stry and commerce, that is the call 
of Islam which encourages Muslims 
to live in sound and free die. It is 
■o easy for us to know that the 
breach which allows imperialism to 
poke its nose into our affairs is the 
shortage in agricuiure, industry and 



commerce. Therefore the religion of 
Islam has imposed work on Muslims 
if. tho three fields mentioned above 
for the Muslim's prosperity and. wel- 
fare. 

The State - duty in protecting 
the economic independane : 

It is the duty of the Islamic 
ruler to iook after the interests of 
the Islamic group to guide his subj- 
ects and to do his best to make the 
whole nation enjoy their common 
interests. 

The ruler is religiously ordered 
to co-ordinate this matter so that 
there will not be a concentration of 
wealth in the hands of one class of 
the nation. When need rises he is 
permi'ted to transfer some of the 
arable lands to commercial capital 
or to industrial companies aiming 
only at the common welfare of the 
people. In so doing he is coordinating 
the national interest in a way that 
makes the nation self-sulficient one. 

In this case strangers could noj 
find inlets to interfer in the national 
affairs. They would find instead that 
they are only permitted the right to 
the common exchanges existing in 
the Muslim community. This coordi- 
nation is a wise one that benefits 
the nation and rescue it from the 
external interference, domination, and 
imperialism. 
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robbery and plunder. It is forbidden j 
for Muslims to earn money through \ 
dealing in wines and pigs, or earning i 
money by "ambling and dancing* \ 
The religion of Islam made this e ear 
fo* Muslims asking them to avoid 
unlawfuf means such as bribery, 
robbery and corruption, advising 
them to listen to the voice of the 
sound Conscience and to turn a deaf 
ear to the voice of evil. 

Koran says : And swallow not 
up your property among yourselves 
by false means, nor seek to gain 
access thereby to the judges, so that 
you may swallow up a part of the 
property of men wrongfull while you 
•know, ( Surah Al-Baquarah : the Cow 
verse 188 ). 

We can easily understand the 
high position of money and its great 
value from these verses of Koran 
which tell that God had punished 
those who dealt wrongly in money 
and earned it through unlawful means. 

Koran says ; So for the iniquity 
of the Jews, We forbade them the 
good things which had been made 
lawful for them, and for their hinde- 
ring many ( people ) from Allah's 
way. And for their taking usury - tho- 
ugh indeed they were forbidden it - 



and their devouring the property of 
people lately. And we have prepar- 
ed for the- disbelievers from among, 
them a painful chastisement. ( Surah 
Al-Nisa : Tne Women, verse 190-161) 

Economic fndpendancc in IMum : 

When the religion of Islam has 
ordered Muslims to earn wealth throu- 
gh agriculture, industry and Commerce, 
it aimed at satisfying the material 
needs of the Muslim community 
which is in great need for both 
agriculture to get food for its indivi- 
duals,and industry to smooth the 
human being's affairs related to his 
clothes, his house and his transport- 
ation from place to another, By vir- 
tue of industry man has been able 
to have strong machines for digging 
canals, making roads and to adopt 
ways that play a great role in the 
progressive achievments of the nation. 

At the same level of importan- 
ce the Muslim conunity needs to get 
in touch with the other people to 
exchange food and various articles. 
So the Muslim scholars have decided 
that Muslim should learn whatever 
art or trade which can be needed in 
this world. They mentioned some 
trades and arts to be an example of 
these things such as agriclture, and 
sewing clothes eic. It is the duty of 
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against evil-that is the best. This is l 
of the messages of Allah that they 
may he mindful. ( Surah A'-A'ral, 
the Elevated places, verse 2G }. 

It was said to her : "Enter the 
palace. But when she saw it she 
deemed it to be a great expanse of 
water, and prepared herself to meat 
the difficulty, He said : "Surely it is 
a palace made smooth with glass 
She said : My Lord, surely 1 have 
wronged myself, and I submit with 
Salomon to Allah, the Lord of the 
worlds. ( Surah Al-Naml verse 44). 

Koran has advised Muslims to 
earn money through the three means 
mentioned above (Trade. Agriculture, 
and Industry), calling the earning of 
wealth seeking of Allah's grace" 
Hence wealth has this great value 
Islam has asked Muslims to go en 
with their work for seeking wealth 
except on the occasion of the Firday 
prayer, But when the Friday prayer 
is performed Muslims should go to 
their work and disperse abroad in 
the land seek Allah.s grace. 

Koran says : "0 y you who 
believe, when the call is sounded 
for prayer on Friday, hasten to the 
remembrance of Allah and leave off 
traffic, That is better for you, if you 
know. But when the praver ia ended, 
disperse abroad in the land and seek 
of Allah's grace, and remember 



Allah much, that you mav be suc- 
cessful. And when they see mer- 
chandise, or spurt, they break away 
to it. and i?avci the standing. Say : 
"What is with Allah is better than 
sport and merchandise. And Aliah 
h the Best of Providers. ( Surh 
AhJumu'ah, the congregation, verses 
9—11). 

He it is who made the earth 
subseiivent to you, so go about in 
the spacious sides thereof, and eat 
of His sustenance. And to Him is 
the rising ( after death ). ( surah Al- 
Mulk : the kingdom, verse 15). 

Koran demands Muslims to take 
great care of money advising them 
to spend it reasonably and warns 
them not to be either extravagant or 
miser. Koran says : "And they who, 
when they spend are neither extra- 
vagant parsimonious, and the just 
mean is ever between these." 
(Surah Al-Furqan : the Discpimina*irn. 
verse 67 ). 

And make not they hand to be 
shackled to they neck, nor stretch it 
forth to the utmost ( limit ) of its 
stretching forth, lest thou sit down 
blamed, si ripped off. (Surah Al-E:-raa 
The Isrealites. verse 29 ). 

While Koran lias ordered Mus- 
lims to do their host to earn money 
by lawful means, it has warned them 
not to gain a penny through Usury' 
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It is clear now that Koran has 
considered wealth es the strong 
prop of the happy life and made 
equal to ones children. Islam is a 
practical re'igion which arranges its 
injunctions ui factual bans, answer- 
ing at the same time the demands 
of soul and that of the body. Islam 
has guided us to the right path for 
man's spiritual happiness as well as 
for the materia] life which enable 
the individual to enjoy the lawful 
delights of Ids life, Islam has en- 
joined the individual to work hard, 
doing his best to earn money by 
lawful and righteous means through 
commerce, and commercial co-opera- 
tion exchange. 

Means of ea rning wealth 

Islam has ordered Muslims to 
earn money through commerce, so 
the journeys of Arbs for trading 
have been mentioned in koran. They 
made journeys north word to S.ria 
and southward to j omen, the former 
of which was undertaken in summer 
and the latter in winter. 

Koran says ; For ihe taming 
(ie civilising) of Qureysh. For (heir 
taming (we cause) the caravans to 
set forth in winter and summer. So 
let them worship the Lord of this 
House. Who hath fed f. em against 
hunger. And hath made them safe 
from fear.) (Surah Queysh). Islam 
has ordered Muslims also to earn 



wealth through agriruHure showing 
them how to prepare the lend for 
cultivation. Knrrm sav« : "Then let 
man lock at \\\$ food. Mow v. e pour 
down abundant water. Then cleave 
the earth, cleaving (it) osuder, Then 
cruise the grain to grew therein. And 
grapes and clover. And the olive 
and the palm. And thick gardens. 
And fruits and herbage, A provision 
for you and your cattle. (Surah 
Abosa. verses 24-32). 

Furthermore Islam has ordered

(Surah Al-Hdid Iroe. verse 25). 

children of Adem, we have 
indeed sent down io you clothing to 
cover your shame, and ( clothing ) 
for beauty; and clothing that guards 
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mother is the sixth, after ( payment 
of) a bequest he may hnvn be qual- 
ified or a debt. Yocr m.ivrds ana 
your children, you Vav-.'-u nut w.mh 
of them is th? nearer to \ on in 
benefit. This is an ordinance bom 
Allah. Allah is surely ever kno.big, 
wise. 

And yours is half of what your 
wives leave if they have no child; 
but if they have a child, your share 
is a fourth of what they leave after 
( payment of ) any bequest they may 
have bequeathed or a debt; and 
there is the fourth of what you leave 
if you have no child, but ir you have 
a child, there is eight of what you 
leave after ( payment of ) a bequest 
you may have bequeathed or a debt. 

And if a man or a woman, 
having no children, leaves property 
to be inherited and he (or she ) has 
a brother or a sister, then for each 
of them is the sixth, out it they 
are more than that, they shall be 
shares in the thiid lifter (payment of) 
bequest thai m \y have been bequea- 
thed or a debt not injuring ( others ). 
This is an ordinance from Allah, and 
Allah is knowing, Forbearing. 

These are Allah's limits. And 
whoever obeys Allah ami His mess- 
enger, He will admit htm tc- Gardens 
wherein flow river.-;, to abide ir. ihem. 
And this is the great achievement. 
And whoever disobeys Allah and 



His messenger and goes beyond His 
limbs, lie will make him enter fire 
In it, and lot him is an 
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ehasiim chasiiament", ( 'iurah 1, V 
11 -• 14).

the value of money in Islam, how to 
earn ir, how to invest it, how to 
spend it in lhe right ways, and why 
it is unlawful to be extravagant or 
miser.

So 
there is no wonder that wealth has 
a great value and high position in 
the Islamic system. Wealth undoubt- 
eadiy is the foundation of the happy 
life. I: is 'the strongest support to 
achieve ycieniific progress-, to build 
citie:., and to enable every body to 
live in good health enjoying a del- 
ig'iuiil life. Thus Koran has apprecia- 
ted the value of wealth and descri- 
bed it. as an adornment of the lite 
of this world. 

Koran says : wealth and children 
are cm adornment of the life Cs tlds 
work!; but the ever-abiding; the 
good wo. kg, are better with tl ey 
Lord in reword and better in hope, 
(Smah 3 8, Vers 46). 
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MONEY AND THE ECONOMIC INOPENOANCE

The Islamic laws have arranged 
the linancial affairs every of aspect of 
life and odeavoured to provide 
guidance and a proper solution 1o 
any financial problem. Islam has 
imposed Z^kah ( Alms giving ) to 
solve the problom of poverty among 
the Muslim Community. Thus it is 
the duty of rich to offer a par} of 
their wealth to the poor with the 
objective of building up a strong 
Community far from being weak c 
poor. 

If the rich continue giving Z?.kah 
to the peer they would purify tiie 
poor's hearts and extinguish their 
hatred and ill feelings towards the 
rich. Hence love and friendship 
certainly would be engendered bet- 
ween them, and all of them would 
exchange good feelings and cause 
mercy and co-operation to prevail 
among them all. 

The Islamic law has dealt with 
to solve the problem of personal 
property after the death of an 



individual. The right of Inheritance 
as an islamic principle proceeds to 
divide wealth among relatives in 
order to strengthen the ties between 
the members of a family and lor 
the generations to come, thereby 
sons can share the fruits of their 
father's efforts. 

The Islamic law has set up the 
principle of inheritance on the basis 
of justice and sound reason, and God 
Himself lias arranged the shares of 

heritage between heirs in the holy 
Koran, 

Koran says : "Allah enjoins you 
concerning your children! ; for the 
male is the equal of the portion of 
two females; but if there be more 
than two females, two third of what 
the deceased leaves is theirs; and 
if there be one, for her is the half, 
and for his parents, for each of them 
is the sixth of what he leaves, if he 
has no child and (only) his two 
parents inherit him, for his mother is 
the third; but if has brothers, for his 
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have any cause for complaint, 
became their unhxrsity have turned 
into an mieniuiioricr t :ie which 
combines both old and new. the par t 
and the future, the religious and the 
temporal. 

It is now the duty of Azharites 
to strive hard, to work with all their 
might, to do their utmost to put this 
new law into effective operation out 
and to affirm that they have the 
ability to take their part in the 
revolution. In my openion the Azha- 
rites are worthy of this reformation. 
They thank God for the realization 
of their hope and their full homage 
for the leader who issued the law 
and gave his best attention to that 
old university. 

As a matter of tact, the succe- 
ssful outcome of this reformation is 
concentrated in Az wile's hands 
because the government has issued 
the law and depended on them to 
lay the programme, to wriie the 
books and to carry both 'he law and 
the excutive regulations out according 
to the dictation of both heart and 
conscience. 

If the Azharites carry the new 
law out according to old plans, it 



will be similar to the constitution of 
the old regime in that it had been 
'.moled irom up- to date rules and 
me best constitutions oJ great nations, 
but it was useless as a Koran inside 
an infidle's house or the light in a 
blind man's room. The Quran said 
in this respect : "Verily, never will 
God change the condition of a people 
until they change it themselves 
( with their own souls ) ". ( Surah of 
the Thunder, Section. 2. Ver. 11 ). 

Last but not the least, the re- 
organisation of Al-Azhar university 
is a great step towards the realisat- 
ion of the dream which we and the 
other faithful people hoped to come 
true. T-iis dream is to study the 
explanations of the Qur'an, the pro- 
phetic tradition?, the Arabic language 
and the Islamic law on both religious 
and civic foundations. Consequently, 
Al-Azhar will maintain its old herit- 
age and wiil share in modern progr- 
ess, differences between its studems 
and their counterpart in other instit- 
utions will be obliterated. Its culture 
will bo united and Al-Azhar will 
occupy its worthy place in the field 
of modern civilization and the lead- 
ership of the world. 
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students in AI-Azhar university, have 
natural gilts oi their own which are 
endi wed on them by (ion, and that 
they look forward to a bright iufuie. 
Because those students will peiform 
their duties in the future for the 
benefit of the nation according to 
the teachings of Islam, they will 
have the right to be taught academic 
subjects in the interests of their life 
career. This cannot be realized un- 
less they let aside their old thoughts, 
take par. in modern progress, change 
their minds and thoughts to accom- 
pany the march of progress and 
carry out the instructions of the 
religion for their future personal 
happiness. Consequently, President 
Nasser has issued a law on [the 
re-organisation of Al-Azhar, to be 
published in a series starting next 
month. The law has created a un- 
iversity of the previous mosque, 
made religion a mean oi worldiy 
achievements, used sciences as means 
of guidance and learned men as lea- 
ders. The law also set up a "Scien- 
tific commitee for Islamic researches'' 
which will liberate minds and urge 
them to abandon blind imitation 
purse; the prophetic traditions of lies 
Promote islamic law as dictated by 
God and the teachings <A his 
Messenger and to preach klam ail 
over the world as euieieieiy and 
attractively as possible.

Since the year 1952, the United 
Arab Republic has passed through 
three revolutions : Frist : the political 
revolution which liberated the country, 
brought about tie withdrawal of 
British occupants and affirmed its 
independence on the bases cl Unity, 
neutrality and peace. Second : the 
social revolution designed to establish 
a democratic system for the people 
and to build the new society on love, 
equality and brotherhood. Third : the 
economic revolution aimed at introd- 
ucing socialism as a system of life 
in the country, and the establishme- 
nt of the people's wealth on founda- 
tions of justice, fraternity and co- 
operation. 

Thg.se three revolutions constit- 
ute the people's full active and crea- 
tive power, unleashed by a wise 
leadership having the best interests 
of the people at heart, which distro- 
ycd the corrupt regimes of the past 
and constructed a new system on 
solid foundations and ploughed the 
land for tl e best fruit. 

But the revolutionary construc- 
tional powers will not alono cope 



with the establishment of the good 
society which is worthy of the 
modern and progressive man. Indeed, 
the revolution is able to turn the 
iron very soft, to cultivate rocks, to 
harness the Nile, to extend knowle- 
dge, to spread prosperity and abun- 
dance, to facilitate the life of both 
the industrial worker and the land 
labourer and to provide the army 
with formidable mcr.ns of power. 
But inspite of all that, the revolution 
cannot plant piety in the heart of 
the ill souls, neither can it bring dead 
conscience back to life : As a proof, 
we notice that within nine years we 
have become an independent nation 
which says \o be heard, asks to be 
answered, strives hard to succeed 
and plants to ripe. All those results 
are realized through a democratic 
and just Govern ment and the mode- 
rate socialist system which urge one 
to help all and all to help one, we 
still find among us the theif, the 
bribed, the hypocrite, the dishonest' 
the instructive, the careless, the liar 
and the Jorgcrers. Consquently, we 
find ourselves in need of a iourtii 
revolution : The religious revolution
